TELLS EXCHANGE CLUB WHAT 


CITY IS DOING TO LIGHT CA-

SYSTEM IN CITY. 


One of the interesting features of 


the regular meeting of the Exchange 
club this week was a talfc by City 
Manager Ott, who had been invited 
as a guest of the chairman to talk 
to the members of the club on any 
subject which he vnight choose. 


In his talk the city manager took 


occasion to explain some of the plans 
which the city is carrying out in con- 
nection with the establishing of a 
white way system on Canal street, 
and some of the changes which are 
to be made in the electric plant in 
connection with the installation of the 
new unit recently purchased. 


The city manager explained that 


he is now working on a plan to di- 
vide the lighting system of the city 
into two districts, so Hiat when a 
break OECUIS in any pact of the city 
it will not plunge the whole city into 
darkness. As the lines are now ar- 
ranged there are only two systems 
in the city— the commercial system 
and the street lighting system. When 
a break occurs anywhere on the com- 
mercial system, it cuts off tl\e cur-

ing Canal street, as explained in his 
talk, is to have bracket lights fasten- 
ed to the tall black po!cs on the south 
side of the street, as soon as all other 
poles on that side of the street aie 
removed.

The north side of the 


street will be lighted with, standards 
set at the edge of the sidewalk, and 


placed under ground. The lights on
